The Manager reviewed the, 1983 
preliminary sewer department 
budget with the Selectmen, This: 
budget continues in the same 
hard-nosed manner as last year’s 
when operating costs were cut 
$3000, enhanced by the fact that 
sewer expenses in 1982 were kept 
$4,465.49 below budget projections. 

For 1983 openating costs of $75,- 
160 are projected which is $400 less 
than 1982, significant savings, 
considering the effects of inflation 
on other costs, during the past 12 
months. It appears that no mate 
increase will be necessary ‘this 
year, The Selectmen will act on 
the sewer budget at their July 18 
meeting afiter final review of rev- 
enue projections in early July. 
Posting of the quarter’s sewer 
bills will be delayed pending budg- 
et approval and will be mailed 
about July 20. 

The Manager reviewed proposed. 
street light changes to reduce the 
Town’s street lighting costs about 
$110 a month. Approximately 16 
lights. will have to be removed to 
realize the potential annual sav- 
ings. A second list was reviewed 
that addresses areas where a few 
efficient economical high pressure 
sodium fixtures could take the 
place of several old fashioned in- 
candescent fixtures. A public 
hearing on the proposed change 
will be held at the July 18 meeting 
and a list of proposed changes will 
be published in the Bethel Citizen, 

Other items included discussion 
of the proposed fiscal year change, 
review of the Board’s. response to 
a request to approve a citizen’s re. 
quest to operate a gravel pit on 
Route 232 property and approval 
of an improved employee major 
medical benefits coverage.

Room to hold a public hearing ow 
the Norseman Inn liquor license 
renewal and a victwalers license 
for the Bulldog Diner.
